defendants, their agents’ or servants, in 
leaving open and unguarded a room in Cahir- 
unane House, Killarney, the floor of which 
room was constructed of glass, and was in 
an unsafe and dangerous condition. ' 

It appeared that, in 1924, the defendant 
company purchased Cahirnane House, 
Killarney, an old mansion, which had been 
unoccupied for several years, and opened it 
as a hotel, apparently for members of the 
Polytechnic Touring Association, They em- 
ployed Marshall Giles, who had been caro- 
taker of the mansion for several years, and 
his wife, as general managers. Miss Ewart, 
in May, 1929, was appointed assistant house- 
keeper, and in following Dan Lean, the hotel 
porter, into a Jumber room to get some jugs 


she fell through the floor and was injured. 
The jury awarded her £750 damages, and 
judgment was given for her for that amount 
and costs. 


Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, reading the judg 
ment of the Court, dealt with the evidence 
given at the trial, which showed that Mr, 
Giles had a new lock put on the door of the 
lumber room and gave the key to Dan Lean,

CLAIM UNSUPPORTED, 


The important thing about the plaintiff's 
evidence, accepting every word of it as it 
was given, was, said Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, 
that it wholly failed to support either of the | 
causes of action upon which her claim was 


based, assuming that she was, as she alleged, 
a servant pf the defendant compan A fact 
which seemed to have received Hitt coli- 
sideration at the trial, though it was strongly 
urged by counsel for the defendants, both at 
the close of the plaintiff's case and at the 
close of the whole evidence, and by way of 
objection to the charge of the learned judge, 
was that the plaintiff was in common em- 
ployment with the Gileses and with the 
porter, Dan Lean, which differentiated this 
case from that of a visitor or guest, with 
which it appeared to have been treated as 
identical. 

It had been expressly admitted, and in the 
face of decisions of the highest authority it 
could scarcely be disputed, that the plaintiff 
was in common employment with the Gileses 
and with Dan Lean, the porter, and it fol- 
lowed that if the accident which befell her 
was due to the negligence of all or any of 
them she could not recover. 


PLAINTIFF'S DUTY. 


In the present case there was no evidence 
that it was any part of the plaintiff's duty 
to enter the lumber room in which she met 
with the accident. Neither the room nor its 
contents were ever committed to her care. 
She admitted that she had not the means to 
enter it even if she had wanted to do so. 
There was no evidence that she was ever 
authorisd,: or invited, or enabled by the de- 
fendants, ‘her employers, to go into the room, 
or that it was any portion of the premises in 
which her duties called her to officiate. Nor, 
in the opinion of that Court, was there any 
evidence of personal negligence on the part 
of the defendant company oS any officer who 
might be called an alter ego of the company, 
as this expression had been used in some 
decisions, so as to make the company respon- 
sible for his default. 

Even if Giles were such an officer, which it 
was clear in the opinion of the Court, he was 
not, there was no evidence of negligence on 
his ‘part, which resulted in the damage to the 
plaintiff. Giles put a lock on the door; he 
entrusted the key to a servant whose com- 
petence to perform the duties of his position 
had not been challenged, and he gaye that 
servant strict orders, which had never been 
disobeyed, so far as the evidence showed, not 
to part with the key, and not to allow any 
person other than himself to enter the room. 
Short of reconstructing this house, which 
Giles had no authority to do, it was ‘difficult 
to see what greater precautions he could have 
taken to ensure that neither the plaintiff nor 
any other unauthorised person should enter 
this place of danger, 

The company were not bound to reconstruct 
their hotel. They fulfilled their duty by 
locking up a dangerous room and entrusting 
the key to a competent guardian. 

In the opinion of the court, the judge 
should have directed a verdict for the de- 
fendants, upon the grounds that there was 
no evidence of negligence on the part of the 
defendant company; that the negligence, if 
any, which caused the damage to the plain- 
tiff was that of her fellow ‘servants; and that 
there was no allegation, nor evidence that the 
defendants were' guilty of negligence in the 
selection of those fellow servants oí the 
plaintiff. 


APPEAL ALLOWED. 


The court accordingly allowed the appeal, 
with costs; set aside the judgment of the 
High Court, and entered judgment for the 
appellants. They directed that the £750 
damages, and the £100 costs lodged by the 
appellants, should be paid out of court to the 
appellants as their proper moneys, ’

Ice does not alwavs prove fatal 
to fish ; carp, for instance, which had been 
imbedded im it for days, have heen ~ nown 
to become as lively as ever when they had 
been thawed out. 


Coomshingaun. 


When I was in Waterford some time 
ago, writes a correspondent, I took the 
opportunity of visiting the huge chasm in 
the Comeragh Mountains known as Coom- 
shingaun. This great precipice, eleven 
hundred feet high and almost perpen- 
dicular, is situated on the south-east side 
of the mountain range. It is nearly 
circular in shape, and overhangs a lake 
of great depth and inky blackness, from 
which the only outlet is a small stream 
which joins the Clodagh River. Coom- 
shingaun was regarded in olden times as 
one of the wonders of Ireland. There are 
many smaller “ cooms,’’ or chasms, in 
Irish mountain ranges, but all these are 
quite insignificant compared with the 
great cleft in the Comeraghs. Some early 
writers on Irish topography thought this 
chasm was the result of a gigantic 
primeval landslide; others saw in it the 
crater of-some extinct volcano. Modern 
geologists, however, have no doubt about 
its true significance: they recognise in 
Coomshingaun what ts, perhaps, the finest 
“glacial cirgue” in the British Isles. 
It is strange that this magnificent piece 
of natural scenery should not have become 
celebrated as a “show place’’; but.

A Pier for Inismean. 


A - Dublin friend was very much 
interested in a recent newspaper para- 
graph that concerned the building of a 
pier on the North Donegal island: of 
Inismean. Some years ago he visited that 
small island, and had some difficulty in 
making a dignified landing on the slipperv 
rocks, He is convinced that a pier will 
make an enormous difference to the people 
there, who must go to the mainland for 
their turf supply, while a grocery boat 
calls out there from time to time, just as 
a van will halt at a countryman’s door. 

Last summer it was necessary for the 
islanders to fetch drinking water from 
the mainland during a period of drought. 
Now it has been decided that they cannot 
do without a pier at which to land their 
various supplies, and it will be built 
without delay. 

It is to be hoped that the chosen site 
will be universally approved, No other 
‘‘improvements’’ on the west coast have 
been as severely criticised as the piers, 
which, according to local opinion, have so 
often been built.in quite a wrong place. 


St. Thomas s Day. 


The many curious customs and beliefs 
associated with Christmastide are not ali 
eentred around Christmas Eve and ‘the 
feast proper, many of them being con 
nected with folk-festivals which occur im- 
mediately before or after Christmas Day. 
One of the chief of these folk festivals, 
St. Thomas’s Day, occurs to-day, and with 
it are associated on the Continent many 
curious practices, The Eve of the feast is 
in many regions one of the most uncanny 
nights of the year. In Germany, like St. 
Andrew’s Eve, it is a time for forecasting 
the future, and many methods are em- 
ployed by girls who wish to behold their 
future husbands. one of the most curious 
being that of throwing shoes backwards 
over the shoulders. If the points are 
found turned towards the door, the fair 
wearer is destined to leave the house durt- 
ing the year: if not. she must reconcile 
herself to wait a little longer. In West- 
phalia the belief persists that you must 
eat and drink heartily on this night to 
avert scarcity. In Lower Austria it ns 
supposed that sluegards can cure them 
selves of over-sleening by saving a single 
nrayer before retiring on St. Thomas’s 
Eve. In Belcinm, it used to be the cus 
tom for children to go early to school on 
December 21st. and lock the master out, 
until he promised to treat them to cakes

fat loss in the skim milk. In some 
creameries, he said, it was the practice to 
heat milk before separation in order to obtain 
a greater amount of cream. 

Investigations by the authors of the paper, 
however, had shown that treating the milk 
before separation, either by Peaking or 
agitating it, was not worth while, in view of 
the wey small increase in the amount of 
cream obtained. 

Professor H. H. Dixon, dealing with the 
subject of bast sap—that is, sap in the down- 
flow between the bark of a tree and the 
actual wood—said that by puncturing the bark 
of trees in summer this sap had been found 
to contain sugar. The osmotic pressure at 
which the sap was exuded varied from 12 to 
13 lbs., which indicated a flow of ten centi- 
inetres a minute. The lecturer also explained 
at. apparatus by which these measurements 
of osmotic pressure ‘were obtained, and 
added that it was also possible to determine 
the pressure at different levels in the bark. 

The discovery of a new bio-chemical 
element in. trees—a metal-beryllium —which 
had recently been found to exist in lichen 
growing near Dublin, was explained to the 
meeting by Professor Fearon. 
Previously, he said, it had been known that 
thirty-four bio-chemical elements were pre- 
sent in trees, but the discovery of beryllium 
brought the total up to thirty-five. 

The fourth paper, that of Mr. T. Johnson, 
was communicated by Dr. L. B, Smyth, and 
explained a number of the more recent dis- 
coveries in relation to the tertiary flora of

A RECURRENT FALSEHOOD. 

Dr. Bailey, having distributed the prizes, 
said that he felt it a great honour to be 
asked to come there that day. He had beén 
for ten years a pupil at St. Andrew’s, and 
he left it with the profound conviction that 
it was one of the best schools in Ireland, and 
he had no reason since to change that 
opinion. 

There never was a time, he said, when 
there was more need of the virtues of patience 
and perseverance than there was at present. 
It was a commonplace to say that they were 
in the midst of an economic depression. It 
seemed to many of them that they had been 
plunged more deeply into it than was really 
necessary Be that as it may. there was no 
doubt that they were ‘suffering also from 
another kind of depression—the depression 
that brooded over men’s minds, There was 
u lot of pessimism abroad There might be 
much excuse for it, Nevertheless, it was a thing 
to be fought by every means in their power. 

“I have recently heord it. said—not often, 
but too often since at all,’’ he went on, “ that 
the Ireland of the future will be no place 
for the Protestant, and that, indeed, it would 
be wise for us Protestants to go if. oppor- 
tunity should offer, ‘That is a shocking thin 
to say.

EXHIBITION OF STUDENTS’ 
WORK. 


An exhibition of students’ work in con 
nection with the Rathmines Technical Insti- 
tute was held in the Rathmines Town Hal) 
yesterday afternoon. Formerly this exhibition 
was held in the Technical Institute, but 
consequent on the centralisation of admin!s- 
tration necessitated under the Greater Dublin 
Act, the Rathmines Town Hall was no longer 
needed for council and committee meetings 
and for offices. The City of Dublin Vocational 
Education Committee, therefore, was quick 
to seize the opportunity of acquiring the 
building for the purpose of technical educa- 
tion. 

As the accommodation reserved for domestic 
economy work in the Technical Institute had 
been for years taxed to capacity, it was 
decided to use the Town Hall as a school of 
domestic economy for the Rathmines area. 
The fifteenth exhibition of the work of the 
students of the school of domestic economy 
was held yesterday, and a most interesting 
exhibition it was, reflecting the highest credit 
on the teachers and students. There was a 
large attendance at the exhibition during the 
afternoon, and the work of the students was 
viewed with keen interest,.- and was much 
appreciated. 
Neediework.—In this section the exhibits 
included the making of hand-sewn and 
machine-made undergarments in_ cotton, 
woollen, and silk materials; dressing gowns 
and jackets. 

Fancy Work.—The exhibits included white 
and coloured embroideries, afternoon tea 
cloths, table runners, and cushions 

The leather work section included leather 
bags and purses, and various articles of 
household use. 

Laundry work by -first-year students 
showed washed and finished plain and em.

BOOKS FOR THE FREE 
STATE. 


PUBLISHERS’ GRIEVANCES. 


‘The following letter appears in The Times : 

Srr,—Many people are not even aware that 
English publishers have to present five or six 
copies of every- book they publish to the 
copyright libraries, and few can realise what 
a heavy burden this represents. No publisher 
begrudges the statutory copy of every new 
hook to the British Museum, but in the case 
of an expensive book, or one of which the 
edition is limited, the necessity of supplying 
gratis an additional four, and in most cases 
five, copies represents a capital levy which 
no other trader is called upon to bear. The 
fact that one of these copies of every new 
book and new edition is destined for Dublin 
involves the taxation of British publizhers 
for the benefit of a self-governing Dominion. 
The claims of the Irish Free State to he so 
singularly favoured are not particularly 
obvious, 

The injustice is accentuated: by the un- 
reasonableness of the claims made on heha‘! 
of these libraries, application being made not 
only for books really needed for scholastic 
purposes, but for every publication of every 
kind and description. A few concrete 
examples will indicate how this privilege is 
abused :— 

1. The publications of certain foreign insti- 
tutes contain a list of firms in different parts 
of the world from whom these publications 
can be obtained. On the strength of that list 
the agent for the Irish and other libraries 
maintains that the English publisher listed 
must obtain and supply him with free ,opies 
of all such publications, including those of 
ublisher has not sold, or even 
seen, a single copy. 

2. A bookseller who imported two copies of 
an American book inserted a microscopic label 
(as booksellers often do) inside the binding. 
The agent maintained that the bookseller was, 
therefore, legally liable to provide the 
statutory four free copies. | 

I ald cite many other examples, but, 
in brief, anyone connected with the importa- 
tion of a book of any kind, in however small 
a quantity, is liable to be confronted with the 
demands of these libraries, even if his name 
is only connected with the book as distributor 


by an adhexive .. In the case of the 
Irish Free State the ition becomes almost 
farcical when books levied from the English 
publisher are shortly afterwards banned by 
the Free State Government. Some of us 
publishers are wondering what we have done 
to deserve being harassed and taxed to quite

Alleged oneness To Rob 
Relief Officer.

EMARKABLE evidence was given at 
Ti perary Court to-day when two men, 
John O'Connor, junior, farmer, of 
Barnlough, Bansha, and Christopher Fitz- 
gerald, a labourer, of Bansha, were charged 
with conspiring to hold up and rob Denis 
Kelly, a home assistance officer, of moneys 
belonging to the South Tipperary Board of 
Health. There was also a charge against 
O'Connor of the attempted murder of a man 
named William Fitzgerald, of Bansha. Fitz- 
gerald was charged on seven additional counts 
unter the Firearms Act. 

Mr, Joyce (instructed by Mr, F. J. O’Con- 
nor, State Solicitor) appeared for the ~prose- 
cutior; Mr. J. F. Bass. solicitor, for 
O'Connor, and Mr. R. A. Frewen, solicitor, 
for Fitzgerald. 

Thomas Carew, formerly a Colonel in the 
Free State Army, was called, and stated that 
he was one of the executive officers of the 
Army Comrades’ Assoviation for Co. Tip- 
perary. He knew the two accused men. On 
the 25rd November last Christopher Fits- 
gerald called on him about midday in a rather 
excited state. 

“He told me,” said the witness, “that he 
was after holding up Denis Kelly; that he 
had been instructed to do so by Jackie 
O'Connor on the night previous. O'Connor 
told him that it was an official order from 
the Army Comrades’ Association, and that 
she matter had been arranged by the A.C.A. 
with Kelly to hand over the money. Kelly, 
he said, refused to halt, and then it dawned 
on him (Fitzgerald) that it was not an official 
order at all. (Laughter.) 

“1 told him,” proceeded the witness, “that 
as far as the Army Comrades’ Association 
were concerned we knew absolutely nothing 
about it. | 

“He also told me that he got a receipt, 
written on tha back of a cigarette box, to 
hand to Kelly, but he had left this on a fence 
on his way to Cashel. He was afraid, he 
said, that the Civic Guards had heard of the 
‘hold up’ and would meet him and search 
him. Í told him to remain at my place and 
L would go to Bansha to investigate the 
matter, ' 

On the 2nd December the witness met John 
O'Connor and asked him what he meant by 
getting himself and Fitzgerald into such a 
mess, O'Connor admitted sending Fitzgerald 
to hold up Kelly, but said that he did not 
think that Fitzgerald would do so and that he 
oniy wanted to test his man. 


FORTHCOMING “ BIG STUNT.”

He added that there would be plenty 
of guns in a “big stunt’ that was coming off 
a few nights afterwards. 

“ Fitzgerald. then told me,” said the 
witness, ' that he met Kelly on the road 
and passed him, They were both cycling m 
opposite directions. He wondered what he 
would do, and said he would be ‘the laugh 
of Bansha’ for not holding up Kelly. 
(Langhter.) So he got out after bis man 
again, and told Kelly to halt and put up 
his hands. Kelly took no notice of him and 
cycled away. About a-hundred yards further 
down the road Kelly jumped off his bicycle 
outside a farmhouse. Fitzgerald jamped out 
on the road and whistled te Kelly to come 
back, but Kelly. did not come back, and 
beckoned to Fitzgerald to come down to him. 
By this time Kelly had the support of two 
men, and Fitzgerald got nervous and cycled

WORDS OF COMMAND. 

Sergeant Kerr said that about 8.30 p.m. 
on the 7th inst. he was on duty on the 
Upper Falls road in plain clothes, and when 
nearing Finagly Cross saw about 70 or 
0 men a couple oí hundred yards further cn 
along Finaghy road. He heard words of com- 
mand, such as “ Form fours,” “ Form two 
deep,” etc. On approaching the place he 
found the men lined up two deep. Matthews 
was giving words of command. Sergeant 
McClean got to one. end of the line and 
the witness got to the other, The witness 
then drew his revolver and shouted, ‘* Hands 
a The men scattered in all directions. 

e.and Sergeant McClean caught three of 
the accused, put them ‘into a motor car, 
and asked the driver to take them to Ander- 
sonstown Barrocks. 

As the driver’ was starting the car Turley 
produced an antomatic pistol and told him 
that he would blow his head off if he drove 
the car. Turley then came round to the side 
of the car, and Sergeant McClean took the 
pistol from him and put him into the car. 

Before this occurred the witness had heard 
some shots in the fields. 

Sergeant M‘Clean, giving corroborative evi- 
dence, said that he rushed up to the man who 
was giving orders, pushed a revolver up to 
his face and caught him. 

Sergeant Heffernan said that he was on 
duty with District Inspector Ferrisg on the 
Upper Falls road. He heard two shots, and 
later Joseph Williamson and James Ryan 
came running down the road and the witness 
caught them. At Finaghy road they met 
Quinn and Christopher M‘Loughlin. The 
District Inspector took a loaded revolver from 
M’Loughlin. Ryan's face was scratched as if 
he had come through a hedge. 


ILLEGAL DOCUMENTS. 

Matthews said that. while they refused to 
recognise the court, he 1eserved the right to 
cross-examine the witness. He then asked 
the ‘witness if he had arrested Williamson and 
Evan, |The witness said that he had. 

Matthews~Another policeman also stated 
that he arrested them, That is only one lie. 
The case is made up of lies. 

Sergeant Heffernan’ said that when charged 
Matthews said; “ lt took you ten days to 
make up your minds to charge me with docu- 
ments and drilling,”’ 

Sergeant Evans said that he had searched 
the prisoner's house in Albert street. He 
found an envelope addressed to the battalion 
adjutant. It had apparently never been 
opened.. It contained leaflets. One of the 
leaflets showed parades on Noyember 7 and 
27 The remarks column referred to the pre- 
sentation of a revolver, and also to the 
strength of the staff. There was also refe- 
rence to a raid. He found a membership 
card oí the Wolfe Tone and other Republican 
clubs, also a copy of An Phoblacht, a pro- 
hibited paper. He also found a collecting 
card for the Wolfe Tone Club and a 1916 
British Army drill book. 


PISTOL THREAT. 


The Court then heard the firearms charges 
against J. Turley and Christopher M‘Laugblin. 

Sergeant M‘Clane declared that he saw 
from 70 to 80 men drilling at Finaghy, and 
described how they were róin | John 
Turley came forward in front of their car 
with four or five others, Turley had in his 
hand a German automatic pistol. He said: 
“If you drive that car I will blow your head 
off.” As he came up, with the revolver 
pointed at him, the witness took the weapon 
from him. It was. with his own revolver 
that he struck him on the wrist and pulled 
him into the car. There were six cartridges 
in the magazine, and one in the chamber of 
Turley’s revolver, When eharged and 
eautioned- he said: '' No statement to make.” 

Sergeant Kerr said that he was with Ser- 
geant M‘Clane on the night in question when 
they caught three of the drillers. As their 
car moved off Turley. pointed his revolver 
at them. 

District Inspector Ferriss gave evidence to 
the finding in M‘Laughlin’s pocket of a fully 
loaded revolver, M‘Laughlin was unable to 
produce any authority for having the weapon 
in his possession. The witness now produced 
the ammunition with which the revolver was 
loaded. . The scene of these incidents was 
about a mile from the boundary of Belfast.

The fog of unreality thicken

BANKING INTEREST, 


It is thought that strong pressure was 
brought to bear by banking interests to 
set up machinery for. the. discussion 
of War debt revision in advance of 
Mr. Roosevelt's inauguration as President. 
The pressure, it is believed, has been 
exerted by. both Republicans and Demo- 
crats, influential bankers holding the view 
of President Hoover that the emergency 
is so great, with countries like France and 
Belgium defaulting on their international 
payments, that machinery should be pro- 
vided to-bridge the gap between the out- 
going and the incoming Administrations.

The New York Herald-Tribune regrets 
that the undertaking proposed by the 
President must be carried out—if it is 
carried out—partly with Mr. Hoover’s 
and partly with Mr. Roosevelt’s Ad- 
ministration. “ Under the circumstances,” 
the paper continues, ‘‘ Hr.

ITALY AND THE CLEAN

The statement is as Bille — 

“The Government has had under con- 
sideration the question of the repayment 
of the balance due in respect of the Irish 
Republic Loans raised in the 
States in 1921. It has been decided :— 

(a) The sum of $1.25 will be 

paid, either in stock or cash, for each 

dollar subscribed to the Loans; the 
amount paid on each dollar by the 
receivers to be regarded as payment 
in part; 

‘““(b) The payment on $10 and $25 
Bond Certificates will be completely 
in cash ; 

‘““(c) The payments on Bond Certi- 
ficates of denominations $30 and 
upwards will be in stock as to mul- 
tiples of $5, in cash for the odd 
amounts in dollars and cents; 

“ (4) The stock will be an Trish 
Free State Government security, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 34 per cent. 
per annum, not subject to Free State 
tax, payable yearly, and redeemable 
at its nominal value at the end of a 
period of five years,or at any inter- 
vening date by purchase in the open 
market. 

‘The proposed payments in cash will 
require legislation amending the Dail 
Éireann Loans and Funds Act, 1924, and 
a bill for that purpose will be introduced 
in Dail Eireann immediately after its re- 
assembly on February Ist, 1933.’’

General von Schleicher’s effort to in- 
augurate a milder régime in Germany was 
begun to-day by the publication in the 
oficial gazette of a presidential emergency 
decree '' for the preservation of internal 
peace,” signed by President von Hinden- 
burg, General von Schleicher and Herr 
Bracht. 

It nullifies various earlier. emergency 
decrees of the Papen regimé such as those 
establishing special courts to impose heavy 
penalties for. political offences and acts of 
terrorism, and those compelling the news- 
papers to print official communiqués and 
denials. 

At the same time various stipulations 
of the “ law for the protection of the 
Republic ’’ are maintained in the new 
decree, notably those imposing penalties 
for attempts against the person of the 
President, and for insulting or bringing 
into contempt the President, the Govern- 
ments of the Reich and States, the German 
flag and the German Army or Navy: 

The paragraph prohibiting the return of 
the ex-Kaiser to Germany is dropped—it 
has not been valid for the past two years— 
and there is nothing now to prevent the 
former Monarch from returning to his 
native land as a private citizen if he 
wishes. 

In an explanatory statement of the new 
decree it is declared that President von 
Hindenburg has agreed to it, trusting in

TRIKING figures concerning subsidies 

paid by the United States Govern. 

ment to American Shipping Companies 

were given by Sir Alan Anderson, Chair- 

man of the Urient Steam Navigation Com- 

pany, at the company’s annual meeting in 
London yesterday. 

Sir Alan, who estimated these subsidies 
a; £600,000,00) at par during the past 
twelve years, said : 

‘“As the whole world is being pressed 
te pay debts to one nation, and as, in my 
judgment, the world market and the work 
prices have been broken, more by the re- 
fusal of that creditor nation to receive 
payment in goods and services, than by 
any other human error, it may interest 
you to know to what length the United 
States of America go in subsidising their 
mercantile marine, in dumping shipping 
services on the world’s market below cost, 
and in this way refusing to be paid their 
debts in the fort. of shipping services in 
which the world, and in particular Great 
Britain, can pay. 

'“ From the official reports of the United 
States Shipping Board it appears that 
during five ye: to June, 1928, the United 
States taxpayer paid in operating losses 


-and in laying-up expenses of merchant 


ships about £5,000,000 at par in each 
year. The total loss for the twelve years 
from 1920, including the operating loss 
named above, but excluding interest, has 


been about £600,000,000 at par. 
CRIPPLING THE DEBTOR. 


“It is difficult to exaggerate the injury 
the United States does to world trade and, 
incidentally, to herself, by devoting such a 
mass of wealth to rejecting payment by her 
debtors in the form of shipping services. 
It almost seems that the more the world, 
in its anxiety to be honest, pours its much- 
needed spending power into the United 
States, the more resolutely the United 
States applies that wealth to prevent the 
debtor from repaying or recovering his 
prosperity, which is as necessary for the 
prosperity of the farmer and industrialist 
and investor of the United States as for 
anyone. 

‘‘ Perhaps, the taxpayer of the United 
States does not grasp what is happening, 
and 'e is not enlightened by the ship- 
owner, who naturally speaks as if he was 
engaged in normal enterprise at his own 
risk, and deserved praise for his courage. 

“The Matson Line, for instance, are 
placing on the run, San Francisco- 
Honolulu-New Zealand-Australia, three 
new vessels, whose capital cost and 
running expenses are much greater than 
the trade will repay, judged by past ex- 
perience. 

“The competing British line, which 
cannot dip into the public purse, is unable 
to offer the public such costly vessels. 
Moreover, the British line is excluded 
from the voyage between Honolulu and 
San Francisco, whereas the Matson Line 
competes freely between New Zealand and 
Australia, 


A GESTURE OF CHALLENGE, 


“ An American journalist had said that 
the officials of the Matson Line had 
announced that they had invested 
25,000,000 dollars ‘in a gesture of 
challefige to British Empire trade.’ 

‘* We must give a man credit,’’ said Sir 
‘Alan, “ for knowing just how little his 
fellow-countrymen know about the way 
their money is spent, but it is really hard 
to believe that anyone should be surprised 
at the courage of the Matson Line. 

“TH the Matson Line had found 
25,000,000 dollars themselves, or even were 
being charged interest upon it at normal 
rates, or were in any serious risk of having 
to pay the eventual loss, we might, indeed,

He hoped that the travellers of the 
vee State, and particularly those of their 
Association, aaah not lose heart, but would 
endeayOur to face the situation. 

He did not think it was wise that one set 
of conditions should be so suddenly destroyed 
before another was erected. He did not 
think that those in charge of the govern- 
ment oí the country were wittingly trying. 
to damage the country, but they had to face 
the situation that those who were engaged 
in the trade and commerce of the country. 
were seriously affected, and that trade and 
conimerce was being injured. They claimed 
to have the right to carry on their business 
as they had during the previous ten years 
without. hindrance,

ir. H. McClements said that so far as 

commercial. travellers were concerned the 
e that pinched them was the almost 
entire absence of trade and commerce iff the 
ree State. Ninety-nine per cent. of ‘the 
ial travellers of the Free Stato 
were working up against a wall, 
because when they got orders 
they could not get their goods through the 
Customs owing to tSe tariffs, and business 
had become impossible. 
Mr. W. F. Weir, hon. secretary, said that 
it was not the fault of the Committee of the 
Association, that. the tariffs were having such 
a devastating effect on their business. Every- 
thing that could be done was done to have 
the tariffs modified, and following a special 
meeting of the committee recently a deputa- 
tion had an interview with the Free State 
Minister for Finance. Their point of view 
and difficalties were explained to the Minister, 
but without result. The Government, he 
said, were determined in their tariff policy. 

They had members who up to the time of 
the tariff war were living in comfortable and 
happy circumstances, and were now com- 
pelied to sell their infsurance policies in order 
to live. These men were formerly good tax- 
payers, contributed to the upkeep of the 
rates, and were men of such standing that 
any State might well be proud of them. 
They were now faced with a Christmas and 
_New Year that was anything but bright. 

There’ was a time, said Mr. Weir, when 
about four hundred commercial travellers 
spent their time here, and they spent many 
thousands of pounds in going about. This 
had now virtually ‘ceased, with the result 
that the country, as a whole, especially hotel 
employés, railway workers and dockers, were 
at a loss. 

There was no hope for the Free State or 
any other country until the tariffs were re- 
duced, International trade was the life-blood 
ol every country, and unless international 
trade was restored there was no chance for 
this country to succeed, 


REVISION NEEDED,

HE final stage of the inquiry before the 
ak National Wages Board into the claim 
of the British railway companies for a 
reduction of salaries’ and wages for the 
clerical and traffic grades, was reached i 
Loudon yesterday. The public hearing has 
already occupied eleven days. 

The three railway unions in opposition to 
the application contend that the, companies 
are still making substantial profits and have 
no right to seek a better return on capital at 
the expense of the railway workers. Tliey 
assert that labour should be the first charge 
on the industry. 

The companies base their claim for a 
further wage reduction on falling traffic re- 
ceipts and reduced revenue. They are now 
asking that the existing wage: cut awarded 
nearly two years ago by the Wages Board 
should. be teplaced by an all-round reduction 


for this country in their efforts to find a |

against them. Every country in the world 
was endeavouring to sell its goods to Great 
Britain.

AN INTERNED ARMY.

depression, the shareholders, Sir Ralph said, 
could fairly claim some relief, even at the 
expense of the wage-earner, and, alluding 
to the argument that capital should be written 
down, he said that that was really a side 
issue; ~~ 


EARNING POWER. 


The real question was earning power. . 

Railway earning - power was suffering 
mainly, from three. things—bad trade, read 
competition, and unduly high wages costs. 

‘‘Our case must be dealt with on its 
merits,” he said. ‘‘ It must not be brushed 
aside because the market prices of railway 
stock ate low. High wages is one of the 
principal faetors. which have .brought down 
warket prices.’ 

“ We ask for relief in the present situa- 
tion,” said Sir Ralph, “and say that the 
position can come up for review in twelve 
months time, 

“ We are asked to accept a scheme which, 
even if it were brought down from Mount 
Sinai engraved on tablets of stone, would 
take untold years to operate. This is not an 
answer to our claim.” 

The Board coneluded its public hearing, 
and the Chairman said its findings would not 
be available until about the middle of 
January.

EARLY NITRATE DEBATE

The new President has promised to give 
precedence to the nitrate problem when 
Congress settles down to legislative work 
early in the new year. While he was 
earlier reported to have promised to 
‘* dissolve ” the Cosach Nitrate Combine, 
his supporters admit that ‘‘ dissolution ’’ 
may embrace '' reorganisation.’’ A strong 
movement also has been started in Con- 
gress to revise the mass of Socialist and 
other legislation passed during the recent 
dictatorships.

Mr. Lunn—The right hon. gent'cman 
said definitely and clearly that it was not 
intended to ask for a penny from the 
British taxpayer. 

Mr. Thomas—What' I did say, and what 
was made perfectly clear, was that we would 
take all the steps we could.to see that the 
British. taxpayer was not called upon to 
meet the deficiency. 

Major Attlee quoted Mr. Thomas as having 
said, on November 8th, that. the Government 
had “ made up their minds definitely and 
clearly that the British taxpayer shall not 
bear this burdéen. 

Mr. Thomas declared that in July: he made 
it perfectly clear that the Government was 
compelled to recoup itself, if it could There 
was a sum of five million pounds owing to 
this country, which the British people should 
not be called upon to pay. Another country 
had repudiated its obligation, and the Govern- 
ment was taking the only steps open to it to 
see that the British people were not called 
upon to pay. The increased figure received 


since he raised the duty “showed. how ‘wise 


was the action he had taken. average 
receipts had grown as a result of that step 
from £75,000 to £120,000 a week. (Hear, 


hear.) 


A COMMONWEALTH ISSUE. 

Sir Stafford Cripps thought that. they had 
seldom heard a Minister, on so important a 
matter, make so contemptible a speech; 
(Opposition cheers.) He was treating a subject 
matter of the greatest gravity, as between 
two nations, as a matter of indecent merri- 
ment. Tí the Doniinions Secretary thought 
the ‘House was going to be satisfied with 
such a reply he was greatly mistaken. (Hear, 
hear.) The five million pounds to which Mr, 
Thomas referred could be the. subject of 
arbitration to-morrow if the Government would 
aero to a.tribunal selected. from outside 
the Empire. But the question which the 
House would have to decide sooner or: later 
was a much more important -one than the 
collection of a sum of money. Iréland had 
perfect freedom to leave the Commonwealth 
of Nations if she wished. to ‘do so, ‘and on 
sreat ‘Britain's conduct would: depend ‘the 
decision: of: Ireland as to whether she leit 
the Commonwealth or not. 

However convinced we might be of the 
justice of our case, it was perfectly clear that 
the present. course of events was driving 
ireland away from the Commonwealth. The 
collection of a sum of money was relatively 
unimportant against the really big question 
we woul dhave to determine, which was 
whether Ireland was to remain within the 
Commonwealth or not. 

Mr. Buchanan agreed that Mr. Thomas had 
treated the House in a contemptible fashion. 
With the zeal of a convert, he was ‘going 
beyond what any Conservative Minister would 
have done. To save a miserable million or 
two pounds, he was creating a hostile Irish 
Pep in eyery part of the world. 
Mr. Logan (Labour, Liverpool) believed 
that, if British statesmen would not stand 
so much on their dignity; agreement. with 
the Irish nation would be possible. 

When Mr. Hales (Conservative, Hanley), 
referring to. Mr. de Valera,” asserted that 
“this Iberian gentleman should be given 
marching orders, | i 

Mr. Maxton rose to ask whether Mr. Hales 
was in order in referring to the head of one 
of the units of the British Empire in such 
terms of contempt. 

The Deputy-Speaker (Captain Bourne) said 
that he did not hear Mr. Hale's remark. 
When referring to the leaders of other 
Governments within the British Common- 
wealth, however, he added, it was the custom 
to treat them in the House with the same 
respect that was paid to the heads of our 
own Government. 

Mr. Hales retorted that he did not intend 
to be contemptuous. He thought that Mr. 
de Valera would not be ashamed of any 
European nationality. 

The estimate was carried by 180 votes

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ELECTRICITY SUPPLY. 


QUESTION IN THE SENATE. 


The Northern Senate also met, and the 
only . business was a. question by Major 
Dobbs, who asked the leader of the House 
whether measures would be taken. to see that 
the voltage of the supply of electric current 
by the generating station to the various 
supply companies and by the supply com- 
panies to their consumers was up to standard, 
and also what. percentage variation of the 
standard voltage was allowed. i 

Lord Charlemont, in reply, said that the 
variations in the pressure of supply, both as 
between generating stations and their dis- 
tributing companies and between the latter 
and their various consumers, were governed 
by regulations made by the former Electricity 
Commissioners, whose power and duties had 
been absorbed by the Ministry of Commerce. 
As far as the extra high tension supplies were 
concerned—that was to say, the supplies that 
the generating station gave to the distribut- 
ing companies—the supplier was bound to 
give the minimum Fahan pressure, : The 
supplier might, in certain circumstances, ex- 
ceed that declared pressure, provided that 


such excess was not more than 12§ per cent. 


Narrower limits had, however, been fixed for 
variations of pressure allowed to the dis- 
tributing companies in-maintaining their low 
tension, supplies to their consumers, domestic 
or otherwise. Distributors were able to main- 
tain their declared pressure ‘subject to a 
variation not exceeding four per cent. above 
or below the declared pressure. Under any 
condition of supply which the consumer was 
entitled to receive notice ‘some special 
arrangement was made with the expressed 
consent of the Ministry. Failure to observe 
these regulations was subject to penalties.

inancial disaster in Vienna’ would have a 
serious effect upon the credit of Europe, and 
the default of Austria on the 1923 Loan would 
have involved Great Britain in a liability of 
200,000 a year. | 

The British representatives at. Lausanne 
were agreeable to a guaranteed loan to Aus- 
fria if it Were accompanied by measures of 
budgetary and financial reform. The British 
share of the loan was one hundred million 
schillings, and part of the money was to be 
utilised to repay a temporary sdvance by the 
Bank of England in 1931. He was convinced 
that in the matter of reforms and budgetary 
stability Austria was making a valiant effort 
to carry out her side of the bargain. 

Mr. Rhys Davies doubted whether these 
sporadic jJoans would serve to extricate 
Austria from her difficulties. 

Mr. G. Lambert, whilst sympathising with 
Austria, ‘said that his synipathy also went 
out to. the tragedies to be found in our own 
pine Bt . The Chancellor must be an in- 
corrigible optimist if he did pot think that 
this was throwing good money after bad, 

Sir A. M. Samuel said that it was no use 
because’ the 
loan was an accomplished fact; but the dis- 
cussion served a useful purpose in affording 
an opportunity-to challenge the whole prin 
ciple of guaranteeing loans to other countries. 

After further discussion the resolution was 


passed. 
The Consolidated Fund Bill was brought 
in and read a first time. 


ROAD AND RAIL TRANSPORT. 

Mr. Boyce, on the motion for the sop ov 
ment, raised the question of the future 
relations of road and rail’ transport. He 
said that ‘all’ the advantage lay with the 
road, as the tailways had to provide, main. 
tain, police and signal their own iron per- 
manent way, whereas road transport had the 
roads provided for it. The time had come when 
both should be equally, regarded as a public 
service, and the Government should. make 
up its mind what policy it was going to 
adopt in order to bring that about, The 
Salter Commission had been set up by the 
Government to consider the whole question 
of this competition, and the Government 
should give some indication of ‘the action 
they proposed to take in the light of the 
recommendations made. 

Mr. George Lansbury also pressed for some 
indication as to policy, as oe it, he said, 
depended to a great extent the result of the 
inquiry now proceeding as to the wages and 
conditions of railway “workers. 

Colonel Headlam, speaking for the Govern- 
ment, said that its position in this matter 
was not an easy one. . It was only at the 
end of last month that the Ministry re- 
ceived replies from the ‘interests concerned 
in the recommendations in the Salter report. 
There was no doubt that there was a real 
problem to be solved, and the Government 
would approach it from that point of view. 
The fundamental question was. whether the 
conditions under which the railways and the 
roads competed -with: one another were fair 
and equitable. Once the Goyernment arrived 
at its eanclusions, no time would be lost in 
presenting them to ‘the House.

ommenting on certain defects in the pre- 
system, the report goes on to state that 
iny of the plans submitted for new build- 
vs show a lack of familiarity with the 
needs of a hospital, and that badly-planned 
rculation and distribution also are fea- 
ures of the majority of the plans put for- 
vard. The plans of many hospitals, it adds, 
w a tendency to introduce departments 
| equipment which are unnecessary, and 
vhich are in some cases sufficient to cater 
r twice, or even three times, the number 
f patients for which they are claimed to be 
necessary. ‘“‘It should be remembered,” the 
report states? ' that any unnecessary expen- 
diture on buildings must automatically re- 
duce the amount available for endowment, 
to the detriment of both the patients and 
staffs of the hospitals.’’ 


RECONSTRUCTION PLANS. 


Constractive criticisms of the plans avail- 
able for the reconstruction of hospitals parti- 
cipating in the Grand National sweepstake 
of 1932 are being forwarded to the architects 
concerned. | 

Some interesting remarks are made on the 
subject of research: “We have been in- 
formed,’’ the report states, “that a scheme is 
under consideration whereby a joint proposal 
will be presented to us at an early date on 
behalf of a number of Dubhn hospitals for 
allocation of a sum to build. equip, and 
endow an institute for clinical research. As 
indicated in our previous report, a scheme 
for co-ordinated research was considered neces- 
sary and desirable, if clinical opportunities 
offere! by reconstituted hospitals are to be 
utilised to the greatest advantage. It is a 
lack of properly equipped and continuous re- 
search in clinical fields at home that renders 
it necessary to send students abroad to gain 
a critical knowledg: of these departments. 
There is much to be said for the belief that 
on the restoration of a lost tradition in this 
field the future of Irish medicine and hos- 
pitalisation to a large measure depends.”’ 

[he promoters of the new scheme, it is 
stated, will probably not lose sight of the de- 
sirability of co-operation between university 
laboratories and hospital workers. and the 
report also considers that the proposals should 
include facilities offered to research workers 
by the medical staffs of the hospitals. The 
educative value of the scheme wonld be con. 
siderable, and research students who have to 
<0 abroad at present would be able to pursue 
their studies at home. The total sum involved 
would not be less than £250,000. |

Special attention 1s given in the report to 
the question of children’s diseases and their 
proper treatment. The present position, it is 
stated, is unsatisfactory, and the illegitimate 
and mentally defective children, as well as 
the deaf, dumb, blind and crippled, are to 
all intents and purposes outside the pale, 
It would he impossible to expect that any 
one of the existing children’s hospitals should 
embark on a comprehensive scheme which 
would embrace within its scope all the 
activities which make for the betterment of 
child health and welfare. At present such 
hospitals are providing adequate facilities for 
the treatment of ordinary children’s diseases, 
but the main problem is still untouched. 

here is, it is stated, a lack of facilities 
for research, and the medical knowledge of 
children’s diseases presents wide gaps. The 
provision for mentally or physically deficient 
children and for illegitimates is inadequate ; 
the various institutions concerned with child 
welfare are not unified, and the existing extern 
departments in hospitals are unsuitable. 


A SUGGESTION. 


It is in the development of the out-patients’ 
activities in the children’s hospitals, it is 
stated, that the most practical solution of 
the problem will be found, but the develop- 
ment of existing out-patients’ departments 
would lead to overlapping, It is, therefore, 
suggested that a central clinical extern should 
be established, which would provide an im- 
provement in the present services, provision 
for classifications not at present catered for, 
opportunities for research, and provision of 
educational facilities tur doctors and students. 

lt might be objected, the report states, 
that hospitals would be reluctant to surrender 
their present extern departments, or that 
parents would be unwilling to take their 
children further than the nearest hospital, 
but there was little force in either objection. 
Objections to the scheme on the part of 
liospitals would be, perhaps, reasonable, if 
they had cause to fear that it would result 
in a loss of patients, but this danger could 
be suritounted by employing the available 
extern staff. of an existing hospital in the 
—" extern on a particular day of the 
week. 


POSSIBLE SOLUTION. 


The clinic, it is suggested, should be 
erected on a central site, and be sufficiently 
large to provide for the aggregate total per 
day of those children attending the city 
hospital dispensaries. Provision should be 
made for departments dealing with medical 
surgical, electrical, scientific and dental 
treatment. 

“We consider,” the report concludes, 
“that this scheme should be carefully con- 
sidered by each of the children’s hospitals 
participating in the sweepstakes, as we 
believe that a solution on these lines is 
practicable, and likely to find favour with all 
who are interested in the improvement of 
hospital facilities for child health.”’

£70,000 TRACK CLOSED. 

It was announced yesterday that Breck Park 
(Liverpool) greyhound track would be closed 
last night, and until further notice. 

The White City Stadium, Liverpool's newest 
greyhound racing track, which was con- 
structed at a cost of £70,000 and was opened 
last August, has suspended operation in- 
defintely. The closing of this track has 
resulted in 200 people being given notice 
terminating their employment. About 100 
who were employed in the operation of the 
totalisator have also been given notice. 

Thus, out of three tracks in Liverpool two 
are now closed and about 500 people are out 
of work, 

The directors of the Blackpool greyhound 
racing track decided yesterday to close the 
‘tote’ on the track for the next few days 
and until the position is clarified. 

The directors of Gosforth greyhound track 
decided to abandon last night’s programme 
and to close down until further notice. The 
“tote” only operates on this course, 

The “ tote’’ at the Brough Park track was 
also closed down, but there are bookmakers 
on this course, and racing will go on as 
usúal. 

The Cobridge (Stoke-on-Trent) greyhound 
track did not, open last night, the programme 
being cancelled. 

The Grimsby ‘“tote’’ clubs were not 
operating the totalisator yesterday, but it was 
announced that advice from London was that, 


if they were genuine pool “tote’’ clubs, they:} 


were not affected by the High Court decision. 
They will recommence operations to-day. 

The “‘ tote’ was not used on the yee 
racing course at Tipnor, Portsmouth, yester- 
day evening. Acting on a suggestion from 
the police, it was decided that the totalisator 
should not be employed. Betting was done 
in the ordinary manner. 


A NEW SYSTEM. 


No instructions to close down the “ tote’ 
lave been received at the three greyhound 
tracks in Birmingham. In a Birmingham 
“tote’’ club yesterday a new system was 
adopted. An enclosure was formed some 
distance from the betting windows, and 
notice boards stated that all investments 
would be by credit only. Two chits, valued 
four shillings, were issued to members and 
were exchangeable at the selling windows 
for “‘tote’’ tickets. Winning tickets were 
exchanged for cash and losing members were 
required to pay four shillings before leaving 
the enclosure at the end of each race. 
Members were expected to enter the enclosure 
and settle. 

At the Pari-Mutuel Tote Club in Great 
Windmill street, one of the largest “ tote 
clubs in London, all betting was done on 
credit last night. The decision to operate in 
this way was reached after a careful con- 
sideration of the legal! aspect of the question. 

The following emergency notice was dis- 
played above each window of the totalisator 
at the White City :—‘‘ Pending consideration 
of legislative action by the Government this 
totalisator will be operated without profit in

As Mr. Lewis Hutchison, the honorary 
secretary, remarked to me: “‘ We are trying 
to teach the people the importance of dressing 
their birds nicely, If that is done, the West- 
meath turkey, which already has a high 
reputation in the London market, will get 
the reputation it deserves.”’ 

Few of these birds, however, will get to 
London.’ Most of them were bought for 
Dublin, shippers will not face the 
duties on the other side. As a result only 
the choicest specimens fetched 1s. 3d. per Ib., 
other prices ranging down to 9d. Last year, 
although the general standard was then not 
so high, the prices were from ls. 4d, to 1s. 6d. 

One of the officials, who had just learned 
that five hundred turkeys had been left un- 
sold at the Dublin market to-day, remarked 
that, in the circumstances, the exhibitors 
could consider that they had done well. 
“This morning,”’ he said, “I did not think 
we should have cleared half the turkeys, 
whereas, in fact, they’ have all sold. 

“ But if we had the London market open 
to us, every bird in the Show would have 
fetched 1s. 4d. per lib.” 


OTHER ENTRIES. 

While turkeys set up a new “ record ’’ for 
numbers, entries of other birds showed a 
slight decrease on last year’s figures. There 
were 118 chickens, 42 ducks and 89 geese, 
and, while ducks and geese found ready 
buyers at lower prices, chickens were not in 
demand. 

All were cleared, but pairs of chickens were 
sold for only 6s., or half of last year’s averige 
price. Geese fetched 6d. per lb., as compared 
with 9d. and 10d. last year, while prices of 
all other produce were considerably down.

| INQUIRY.

HE sworn inquiry into the ement 
gt of the Dean’s Grange Burial Board, 
maintenance graves, arising out 
Local Government Auditor’s report, was 
resumed at the Town Hall, Blackrock, yester- 
day by Mr. J, MacLysaght, Inspector of the 
Local Government Department. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. J. P. 
Murnane (instructed ty Mr. P. ©. D. 
Halpenny, solicitor) appeared for the Burial 
Board, and Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C. (in- 
structed by Mr. D. McDowell, of Messrs. 
John ieee as and eye Sí solicitors), 
appeared r. J. J. Dunne, the Registrar 
of the Board. 

Mrs. Margaret Lynch stated that after the 
death of her husband she paid by cheque the 
sum of £13 11s. for the interment in the 
cemetery. A few days afterwards she paid 
in cash to a man who called at her house a 
further 20s., and she received a receipt in 
the name of J. J. Dunne, “for sodding and 
doing up the grave, and putting same m 
order.” 

Miss Frances O'Kelly gave evidence of the 
burial of her mother in 1931. In July, 1932, 
she noticed that the grave had fallen in, and 
she complained to Mr. Dunne, and he told her 
that she would have to pay 15s. for putting 
the grave in order. She paid the amount by 
cheque, but got no receipt. She visited the 
grave every week or fortnight. After paying 
15s. the grave was put in order, but was 
later neglected. 


FORMER FOREMAN’S EVIDENCE. 
Patrick Neale, who had been employed in 
the cemetery from 1895 to 1912, and foreman 
from 1904, said that in his time sods were 
ot from Mr, Michael Hicks, Kilmacanogue. 
he charge for sods was 2s. 6d., and 5s. a 
year was charged for maintenance. Members 
of families owning graves used to send seed 
for planting. The seeds were sent to the 
office, and sown by the workmen. Flowers 
sent by the families were also planted cn 
what were called “ yearly-kept ves.” 

James Connor, foreman at the cemetery 
since 1928, said that he made ont a list of 
raves which had been pointed out by Mr. 

ealy, Local Government Auditor. These 
were graves attended to by Mr. Dunne, and 
were not on the gardener’s book. He knew 
nothing about graves for which Mr. Dunne 
was paid and for which the Board was paid. 

Cross-examnied by Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., 
the witness said that he was surprised to 
know that the number of graves that were 
under the attendance of the gardener had 
increased in recent years. 

Mr. FitzGerald—Is it not your desire to 
give as much push as you can to your 
evidence against Mr. Dunne? 

Witness—Not at all. 

Have you not been waiting for years to 
get your own back on Mr. Dunne’?—No. 

Have you not been, in fact, a most disloyal 
employé of Mr. Dunne since he put your son 
out of the position of attendant in the chapel?! 
‘No; he left when his time was up. 

The witness said that he had never an 
unpleasant word or incident with Mr. Dunne, 
He had no grievance against Mr. Dunne, on 
whose recommendation he had been appointed 
foreman. 

In reply to the Inspector, the witness said 
that the average burials in the graveyard 
varied from one to six a day. 

Joseph Mooney, gravedigger, gave evidence 
of doing side-sodding on graves not on 
gardeners book up to 1926. He never did 
any sodding on the days that the Board 
met. He said that the Registrar told him 
not to be seen doing that work on those 
days. He saw holly wreaths made from holly 
eut in the cemetery sold at the Boardroom 
about Christmas. 

In reply to the Inspector, the witness said 
that he received gratuities for sodding from 
Mr. Dunne. 

Mrs. K. Kenny said that she assisted Mr. 
Dunne in the sale of holly wreaths made from 
holly cut in the cemetery. They were sold 
for 5s. and 6s. 64. each. 


THE CARE OF GRAVES. 

Mr. Andrew Cullen, member of the Board 
since 1920, chairman from 1925 to 1930, said 
that Mr. Dunne had no authority from the 
Board to carry out seeding and sodding 
of aves. Vhen he challenged him 
in 1908 Mr. Dunne said that he was carrying 
ont the practice of his predecessor, Mr. 
Burnell. Mr. Dunne said that he was not 
making any personal profit, but was doing it 
to please the people. 

he witness said that the Board tried to 
et an inquiry into the affairs of the Board. 
He had accompanied Mr. E. C. Smyth to see 
the auditor, in order to point out that the 
Board was losing revenue by the personal 
transactions of Mr. Dunne in regard to the 
care of graves. 

Mr. Cullen was examined at great length 
by Mr. Murnane as to the record of proceed- 
ings of the Burial Board as contained on the 
minutes. Amongst these was a resolution 
prohibiting any employé of the Board from 
doing any work in the ve em 4 ‘in his own 
time.”
